Refloated, Tt Stays i in Ocean Yacht Race 





Somewhere off. the New Jersey 
coast.a fleet of forty-one racing and 
cruising yachts is beating down 
against a strong ‘southeast... wind 
through a thick fog in the New Lon- 
don-Gibson Island race of 475 nau- 
tical miles. For a time it appeared 
that one yacht was entirely out of it. 
The Malay came to grief at Montauk 
Point in the thick fog late on Satur- 
day night. Malay, a Marblehead 
schooner owned and sailed by R: W. 
Ferris, with a crew of seven on 
board, was racing in ‘Class B. 

The race started in.a fog which, 
though at first showing signs of lift- 
ing, grew thicker as darkness came, 
and by the time the yachts were near 
the tip of Long Island was so. heavy 
that many of the skippers stood out 
to sea sooner than run the chance of 
going aground. 


Malay,. however, grounded on the! 


bar near the Lighthouse and re- 
mained there until late Sunday after- 
noon, when she was hauled. off at 
high water by a Coast.

The least they can do for the.public 
—while incidentally aiding their own 
causé—is' to explain the° strategy 
involved., Thirty, thousand men are 
expected to quit work, but the quar- 
rel as mirrored in the press seems 
to be between the union and a group 
of employers who account for only 
6,500 workers. These are the so- 
called “inside shops” which con- 
cededly maintain the highest stand- 
ards in the industry as’ respects 
Wages and working conditions and 
are represented in the Industrial 
Council. If the workers’ grievance 
is against these employers exclu- 
sively why is it necessary to call 
out all the others in the industry? 
As a matter of fact, it is asserted 
on the part of the employers that in 
the present instance, as in the un- 
happy strike of 1926, the union is 
hitting out over the heads of the 
Industrial Council at a different 
enemy. This comprises the jobbers 
and wholesalers who are the real 
employers behind the swarm of 
small subcontractors operating un- 
der: conditions that have been de- 
scribed as a revival of the sweat- 
shop. for nearly four-fifths of the 
workers in the industry. 

On behalf of the union it is as- 
serted that the Industrial Council 
employers have violated many terms 
of. the existing peace. agreement. 
Chief among the grievances is the 
discharge of shop chairmen under 
the clause granting the employer a 
limited right to reorganize his shop 
by hiring and firing. That is a com- 
plaint to be looked into by some one 
of the standing of Professor LINDSAY 
ROGERS, who at the head of an ad- 
visory commission made a. study of 
the cloak industry five years ago 
for Governor SMITH. It must be, 
indeed, a sense of intolerable wrong 
that compels the union to go to war 
with precisely those ¢mployers who 
admittedly pay the highest wages in 
the industry, maintain the longest 
working year and provide incompa- 
rably the highest shop standards. 
Almost it would seem as if the union 
leaders, having no control. over four- 
fifths of the industry, were resolved 
to assert themselves all the. more 
strongly in the sector which: they do 
control. But. the long-time re- 
sult threatens to be only’ the elimi- 
nation of the high-standard shops 
whose number has been steadily de- 
clining. This would mean getting 
back to about the year 1900 in the 
garment trade and starting all over 
again.

CLINICS. 


In announcing the Murry’ and 
Leonie Guggenheim Foundation for 
“the promotion; through charitable 
“and benevolent activities, of man- 
“kind throughout the world,” Mr. 
GUGGENHEM™ let it be known that 
the Foundation would spend between 
$3,000,000. and $4,000,000. to. estab- 
lish in Manhattan dental clinics for 
children whose‘ ‘parents are. unable 
to pay for such service. And more 
money is to follow, as needed. 

There is no other field in pediatric 
medicine in which more good can be 
accomplished, and none so generally 
slighted. Dental examinations car- 
ried on in the public schools have for 
years shown the crying need among 
children for dental help. Yet it has 
been possible, because of inadequate 
facilities, to carry out only a portion 
of the work indicated as necessary. 
The gratifying record of the Roch- 
ester Dental Dispensary, founded by 
Mr, GEORGE EASTMAN in 1915, proves 
both the ‘necessity of this sort of in- 
stitution and the great amount of 
good it: can do. . Although 16 years 
is the age limit for patients who 
may receive treatment, at the Roch- 
ester clinic, the average was ‘above 
300 a day last year. Mr. GUGGEN- 
HEIM: made a study of the up-State 
dispensary, and also of the Forsyth 
Infirmary in Boston, established for

THE NATIONALISTS BLOW 
OFF STEAM: 


Denunciation of Foreign Minister 
STRESEMANN by the German Na- 
tionalists was inevitable. Even hbe- 
fore the committee of experts met 
in Paris the Junker leaders shouted 
to the world, in effect: “We don’t 
“know what the experts are going 
“to propose, but whatever it may 
“be, we are against it!” One. of: 
the officials of that party addressed 
to American editors a long letter be- 
fore the findings of the experts were 
made public, saying the same thing 
in different terms. Count WESTARP, 
one of the spokesmen for the group 
in the Reichstag, departed from this 
attitude yesterday in the Reichstag 
only to the extent of attacking the 
Young plan specifically and with 
knowledge of its contents. 

To these attacks Dr. STRESEMANN 
replied with the obvious rejoinder 
that whereas he did not consider the 
Young plan ideal, it was better for 
Germany than the. Dawes plan. He 
also insisted that if the Nationalist 
party were in power it would follow 
the same course as he proposes in 
adopting the plan. The alternative 
is repudiation of it, which would 
mean either a continuation: of the 
Dawes plan or a grave economic 
crisis which would wipe out what 
remains of Germany’s middle classes, 
and would bring renewed misery in 
its train. 

When the plan comes up for for- 
mal consideration in. the Reichstag 
we may expect more attacks of the 
same sort as. those of HUGENBERG 
and WEsTARP. Were it not for the 
strength of the Nationalist bloc they 
would be altogether unimportant. 
Even as it is, there is‘no reason to 
believe that they indicate sufficient 
strength to plunge Germany ~ into 
the economic abyss that: awaits her 
if she follows their advice. Men of 
the Junker mentality are peculiarly 
blind to changed conditions. Their 
actions and speeches are all directed 
by a passionate desire to restore the 


‘old Germany of Imperial days. 


Fortunately, Dr. STRESEMANN: has 
the support of all the moderate ele- 
ments in Germany. They know that 
he has done the best that he could 
for his country, and that his leader- 
ship has been wise and far-seeing. 
They appreciate the fact’ that he has 
broken his health in the public ser- 
vice and has stayed at the helm 
longer than his doctors would have 
liked. The reception of his remarks 
yesterday indicates that his sensible 
counsel will continue to prevail in 
the face of the Nationalists’ violence.

STRIKING THE BALANCE OF 


TRADE. 

Easily the most important infer- 
ence from the Commerce Depart- 
ment’s “balance of international 
payments” for 1928 is its picture 
of the manner in which a seemingly 
hopeless excess of international in- 
debtedness: may be met. The com- 
piler of these estimates himself calls 
attention to the fact that the United 
States has had to face “ transfer 
problems” far more complicated 
than: those which German repara- 
tions payments have created. Under 
the Dawes plan, Germany had to 
provide for annual delivery abroad 
of $625,000,000 capital, notwith- 
standing an excess of merchandise 
imports over exports in 1928 almost 
equally large.

LONDON, June 24)—Sir * Mortimer 
Singer, American-born. capitalist and 
philanthropist, who became a nat- 
uralized Englishman in 1900, died in 
London today. Ae was'65 years old. 
Sir Mortimer was ‘the eldest son of 
Ismac “Merritt Singer, *sewing ma- 
chine manufacturer. With the aid 
of his millions Sir Mortimer’s life 
was a fulfillment of thé day-dream- 
er’s fantasy of an unlimited income. 
He spent his’ wealth in enjoying 
every minute of his life and in help- 
ing. others.to enjoy theirs. 

Sir Mortimer was a’ pioneer in 
cycling, .in .motering;.arnd in flying. 
He obtained an airman’s certificate 
when flying for a few minutes was 
a matter|of wonder anda safe land- 
ing was a miracle. 

His many charitable ‘gifts included 
the equipment for the magnificent 
convalescent home at Milton Hill 
during the war, which brought him 
a knighthood in 1920. The hospital, 
which-he also administered, was for 
wounded non-commissioned officers 
and ‘soldiers, 

In 1913 he married Miss Aline 
Madeleine Pilavoine of. Biarritz, a 
French professional nurse; who had 
attended him after his flying crash 
at Helio’ ~ tga Egypt.’ His first wife, 
who died, was the former Miss Mary 
Bound of Maldon, Yorkshire. | 


In addition to, his interest in mo- 
toring and flying, Sir Mortimer was 
a horse fancier. He had owned a 
racing stable since 1881 and had bred 
hunters, jumpers and carriage horses 
as well as raters. 

He was born in Yonkers in 1863. 

Both ‘as a yachtsman and a turf- 
man Sir Mortimer had a great suc- 
cess:: Several times horses bred by 
him won the Derby and also his 
yachts were:very successful in com- 
péting against foreign ones. He was 
the owner of one of the largest 
steam yachts in the world. 

Sir Mortimer had homes in Lon- 
don, Torquay, Devonshire and 
Paris. He had been an invalid since 
1910, wvhen he lost one lege in the 
fiying accident in Egypt.» He had 
been & resident of ‘England most of 
his life. 

Besides Mortimer Singer of this 
city, nephew of Sir Mortimer, there 
are only, three other members of the 
Singer family now living in this 
country... They are. his. brother, 
Charles ‘A. Singer, and his sister, 
Mrs. Daniél M. Brady, both of this 
city. Paris Singer, a brother of Sir 
Martimer, now lives in Palm Beach, 
Fila. Another ' ‘brother, Washington 
Singer, lives in Paris. Two sisters 
are Winerietta de Polignac and Isa- 
bella:-de Mont Billiard. 

Isaac Merrit Singer lived for six 
or seven years in the .’60s on a large 
estate..in .

He Says baw Barring Radio-| 
Cable Mergers Gives Britain 
Chance to Gain Supremacy. 





CHANGE’ IN| POLICY ‘URGED | 





General, in ‘Minneapolis ‘Speech, 
Aske for American: Combination 
to Meet Foreign Rivalry. 





MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June: 24.— 
The policy of the United States which 
forbids the merger of radio and cable 
companies handicaps this country in 
the world struggle for leadership in 
international communications, Gen- 
eral J. G. Harbord, president of the 
Radio Corporation of America and 
former Chief of Staff of 'the’A, E. F., 
said here today in addressing the 
convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Credit Men. 

In this struggle, General Harbord 
pointed out, the United States is 
hampered by a careless attitude to- 
ward obtaining its share of the few 
available short «waive: lengths, all of 
which will soon: be gone, while Great 
Britain, long the dominant. cable 
power, is tremendously strengthened 
by the merger of cables and radio. 

“The time: when Great Britain, 
France, Italy and Germany are. unit- 
ing radio and cables,’ General Har- 
bord said, ‘“‘seems to be the time 
taken by this country to keep them 
apart.. While others unite to secure 
leadership in communications, we di- 
vide, The. long deliberation which 
preceded the cable-radio merger in 
Great Britain saw .in our country 
the enactment of the White act of 
1927, which in plain terms forbids 
any ‘purchase of radio by cables, and 
vice versa. 

‘“‘While this provision is understood 
to have been inserted under the mi- 
—— lash in the last days of the 
drafting of the law, its purpose, no 

doubt, was to preserve the competi- 
tion, jn form at least, between the 


two methods of communication, radio 
and cables.’’ 


Cites British Cable Control. 


Back of the entire problem, as out- 
lined by General Harbord, is the un- 
questioned dominance of underseas 
cable lines by Great Britain, a domi- 
nance which gave her an advantage 
in -international trade and strength- 
ened her position in the war. He 
traced briefly how Great Britain was 
ready after the war to obtain exclu- 
sive rights.to the Alexa —— alter- 
nator and place orders for $5,000,000 
with the neral Electric. Company, 
and how that company, on the ap- 

of President ilson, who saw 

at such.control would mean Brit- 

ish dominance of radio, refused the 
offer. 

That left .the General Electric 
without a customer for the alterna- 
tor on which it had spent huge sums 
and the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica was formed with the cooperation 
of the National Administration to 
furnish ‘such a customer and to cre- 
ate an organization in radio stron 
enough to hold its own in the Unite 
States against foreign competition. 

General Harbord said it was due 
te the efficiency and high-powered 
energy of this corporation more than 
any other human agency -that the 
United .States enjoyed its dominant 
world leadership today, but that that 
leadership now is threatened by the 
merger in Great Britain and plans 
for mergers in other foreign coun- 
tries of cables and radio. 


Merger’s Effect on Trade. 


“This new combined British com- 
munications. “interest will affect 
American relationships in every part 
of the world,’’ General Harbord told 


the credit men. ‘‘There will hardly 
be a port, or ae city on the 
lanet. which will not be reached by 
ritish communications. American 
trade in every quarter of the globe 
cannot but be profoundly affected. 
“Such is the result of the action of 
the far-seeing British race under the 
impetus which American progress in 
radio has applied.

R. C. A. Communications, Inc., has 


ed | applied to the commission for an ex- 


perimental television license for. a 
station at Bound Brook, N. J., using 
the frequencies of 2,850 and 2,950 
kilocycles and 30 kilowatts power. 

The Radio Corporation of America 
also applied to the commission for 
an extension until Sept. 1 of the con- 
truction permit for a short-wave sta- 
tion.

More Talk of Him and to Him To- 
day Than Any Person in All 
History, He Declares. 





More than one thousand persons 
heard the Rev. Dr. G. Campbell Mor- 
gan, 
and Bible lecturer, deliver last night 
the first of a series of five sermons 
to be given each evening this week 
until Friday ‘in. the, Collegiate Re- 
formed Church of: St. Nicholas, Fifth 
Avenue and Forty-eighth Street. The 
congregation included clergymen of 
virtually every Protestant denomina- 
tion, with Episcopalians predominat- 
ing. The services are under the aus- 
pices of the Evangelistic Committee 


of New York City, and William Pi- 
os, ‘the general secretary, pre- 

Dr. Morgan, who is the author. of 
sixty-eight books on the Bible and 
has crossed the Atlantic forty-nine 
times on “preaching missions,» spoke 
on the general theme of ‘‘The Christ 
of History ; a Survey of the Rec- 
ords,’”’ and his particular. topic was: 
“The Source of Information.’’ 

‘‘We are gathered together as stu- 
dents who love the Word and the 
Person of the. Living Word,’’ said 
Dr. Morgan. ‘‘While you and I are 
sitting here in just about the heart 
of New York City there are more 
people talking about Jesus and to 
Jesus at ‘this very moment than of 
any other person in» human history. 
And this is so not only in the ra- 
dius of New York at any given mo- 
ment, but. in, almost every part of 
the civilized wotld. 

‘You travel about’ this great city 
and there is evidence-of it~ every 
few blocks, as illustrated by this 
beautiful church building in which 
we worship 

“And kets it is the Greek or 
Roman or Protestant. Trinitarian or 
Unitarian: or what not,.it ‘is the per- 
son of Jesus. they are discussing. 
And in spite of what is being called 
‘the ‘spread of apostacy? this Person 
is being spoken about and spoken to 
more often than any other person | 
of Adam’s race, ‘past or present. 
And there have been more books 
written about Jesus Christ than of 
any other character in the history 
of the world. 

‘‘Jesus is placed in pagan history 
in sufficient definiteness to leave no 
doubt that He lived. Still, you have 
no detailed historic record of this 
Person except in the four Gospels. 
In the Bible I hold in my hand this 
record “covers just 120 pages. 
story is told four times over. I have 
no doubt that there were more than 
the four narratives .written. 

“Matthew, Mark and John were 
Jews, but Luke unquestionably was 
a Gentile and a Greek. I think the 
narrative by Mark was the first one 
written.’

The advance in the call-money rate 
to 10 per cent yesterday caused no 
great surprise in the banking frater- 
nity; in view of the impending mid- 
year requisitions. It attracted more 
attention than might otherwise have 
been conferred on it, from the fact 
that-no rate as high as this has been 
quoted since the middle of May, and 
that the latest ‘‘month-end settle- 
ments’’ did not bring it above 7 per 
cent. Yesterday's advance, however, 
merely duplicated the movement 
which began with the. closing week 
of June a year ago, when call money 
rose from 6% per cent on June 25 to 
10 at the opening of July. The last- 
named rate was at that time con- 
siderably above the year’s previous 
highest level, but it does not follow 
that the advance on this occasion 
will make similar comparison. No 
such situation had arisen in the 
early credit market of 1928 as was 
created when demand ‘loans were 
driven up to 20 per cent toward the 
end of last March.

“Paralysis” of Shipping Feared. 
The Intermediate Rate Association 
objects on the grounds of ‘different 


rates charged for long and _ short 
hauls. The steamship lines, accord- 
ing to Frank Lyon, attorney forthe 
Luckenbach Steamship Company ‘and 
others, contend -that the low rates 
asked by the Southern Pacific would, 
in time, take so. much of the trans- 
continental freight shipping as to 

‘‘paralyze’’ their business. 

Mr. Worthington told the examiner 
that the Sunset-Gulf route, employ- 
ing water transportation to Galves- 
ton, Texas, and rail transportation 
from Galveston to San. Francisco, 
was organized in 1878 to gain some 
of the transcontinerital freight busi- 
ness, and that in 1895 about 70. per 
cent of that type of business went 
by that route. .Actording to testi- 
mony presented at earlier hearings, 
the Southern Pacific’s share of this 
shipping had sunk to only 5,599 tons 
in 1928. 

The amount..of .business:.at.stake, 
according to Mr. Lyon, is some $30,- 
000,000, representing about 3,000,000 
tons...of -intercoastal shipping now 
going by way of the Panama Canal. 
The Southern Pacific ‘asserts that ‘it 
is entitled to lower rates to regain 
the amount of intercoastal business 
said to have gone. by..its ‘water-rail 
route before the opening of the 
Panama Canal. 

The railroad. rates now in_ force 
greatly’ exceed those charged by the 
steamship companies,: the exhibits 
placed before the examiner showed. 
The Southern Pacific asks rates 
which it claims are only slightly in 
excess of those charged by the ship 
companies, with the privilege of fur- 
ther reducing these rates 10 per cent 
without an additional application to

would leave the Southern Pacific a 
good profit above the cost of: opera- 
tion.
